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THE WESSIAH 


The forthcoming production of “The 
Messiah,” to’ be held next Monday, 
December 17th, will be under the 
leadership of Helen Moore Dawe. Her 
interpretation of the magnificent work 
should have a tremendous impression 
on the audience, particularly oh those 
who appreciate what the choir and 
Sola_is, are expected to portray. For 
the benefit of those who wish to gut 
the utmost enjoyment from the pres- 
entation, the following resume of the 
oratorio is given: 


Handel composed this colossal work 
in 1741. dt was the result of tremen- 
dous concentration, since it was com- 
pleted in 24 days. Many parts of it 
are regarded as in'spirational, and the 
whole oratorio as the greatest product 
of its kind given to humanity. It is 
the most popular oratorio known, 
standing out pre-eminently, particular- 
ly among’ Britishers, who have come 
to look upon its sublime arias and 
choruses a3 expressing the heart and 
soul of their religion. The first part 
includes the foretelling of the Messiah 
by the ‘Prophets, the celestial an- 
nouncements heralding His birth and 
the reception of the “tidings of great 
joy” by the shepherds. Then follow 
the recital of events centering around 
His actual appearance on earth as the 
Redeemer of mankind, His passion, 
death and exaltation and the spread 
of the gospel. Afterwards come refer- 
ences to the truths of Christianity, the 
resurrection, life everlasting and the 
certainty of et2rnal happiness. If a 
listener keeps these fundamentals in 
mind he will derive greater pleasure 
and benefit from the performance. 

The organ prelude is comparatively 
short and serves to create a feeling 07 
anticipation into which comes the 
opening tenor recitative and_ aria, 
“Comfort Ye, My People,” expressing 
the compassion of the Almighty and 
“Every Valley Shall be Exalted,” de- 
scriptive of the people’s grateful re- 
sponse. Then follows the chorus “And 
the Glory of the Lord shall be reveal- 
ed,” to express the hope inspired by 
the promise of the Lord. The bass 
aria, “But who may abide the day of 
His coming,” and “He is like a refin- 
er’s fire,” describe the awe and con- 
sciousness of unworthiness of the peo- 
ple. Again comes the assurance “And 
He Shall Purify,” and the story of the 
Nativity In the alto recitative “Be- 
hold a Virgin Shall Conceive,” and the 
melody and chorus “O Thou that Tel- 
lest Good Tidings.” Christ’s rejection 
is foreshadowed in the beautiful bass 
recitative “For behold darkness shall 
cover the earth,” and the aria “The 
people that walked in darkness,” but 
the wonderfully contrastinng chorus, 
“For Unto Us a Child {s Born,” 
breaks through the depression. In it 
are heard such mighty words as “Mes- 
siah,” “Wonderful,” “Counsellor,” 
“The Mighty God," “The Everlasting 
Father,” “The Prince of Peace.” 

“Rejoice Greatly,” a triumphant 
aria, the beautiful well-known and ex- 
pressive, “He shall feed His flock,” 
are rendered at this point and are 
among the best portions. 

The mmagnificent choruses, widely 
differing in purpose, but each a mas- 
terpiece in its own field of emotion, 
“Behold the Lamb of God,” and the 
Hallelujah Chorus are in themselves 
enough to make the “Messiah” immor- 
tal. 

The trial and crucifixion of Christ 
are depicted in ‘‘He was Despised and 
Rejected,” a composition which moved 
Handel ‘to tears as he wrote it, the 
choruses “Surely He has Borne Our 
Griefs,” and “Atl we like sheep have 
gone astray.’’ What could be more 
moving than the tenor recitative, 
“Thy Rebuke hath broken His Heart,” 
and the aria, “Behold and see if there 
be any sorrow like unto His sorrow,” 
or what could be more satisfying or 
beloved than the Soprano aria, “I 
Know that my Redeemer Liveth.” 

The “Messiah” is a revelation of 
God’s love and pity for erring human- 
ity, of His gift of the Redeemer, of 
the world’s rejection of Him, His suf- 
fering, death and resurrection, and of 
the Christian faith. It stands su- 
preme as the mightiest human tribute 
to the Creator. It cannot fail to in- 
spire those who hear it, whether they 
be interested in music or religion or 
{n both, but those who appreciate its 
message can enjoy it most.

THE CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was. held Monday night in 
the Council chambers. His Worship 
the Mayor presided and all the Alder- 
men and Commissioner Stephenson 
were present. 

A. T. Stephenson, returning officer. 
reported that at the recent civic elec- 
tions Dr. John Collison had been re- 
turned as Mayor for another term, J. 
R. McClure has been elected as Hos- 
pital Commissioner, and Messrs. H. 
J. Snell, J. W. Broughton and_ Eli 
Seibel as Aldermen, all by acclama- 
tion. 

L. W. Brockington, Calgary City 
Solicitor, wrote asking the co-opera- 
tion of Red Deer in an effort to have 
the City and Highways Acts amended 
so as to relieve cities from liability 
for non-feasance. He pointed out that 


in England they were Hable only in 
cases of mal feasance. The Council 
was of the opinion that the law was 


better as it was at present, and in any 
event the City of Red Deer was carry- 
ing insurance against actions for 
damages against them, which relieved 
them of worry. 

Commissioner Stephenson reported 
that in reply to a wire from the Her- 
ald asking for information, he had 
stated to them that although Premier 
Greenfield had stated otherwise at a 
Calgary meeting, he had had no in- 
structions from the government with 
regard to the Tax Recovery Act. The 
clauses in the Act as to the duties of 
secretaries of municipalities were 
very clear and heavy penalties were 
set for non-observance of the rules. 
He could do nothing except act strict- 
ly in accordance with the terms of the 
Act. 

Several letters dealing with routine 
matters that had been attended to 
by the Secreta’ss vere filed. 

The month’A-ports of the Fire 
Chief, Police and health department 
and public works department were 
read and commented upon. The Com- 
missioner explained that they had 
not been watering the streets «’ ‘ate 
as they did not wish to have tro:ble 
later with the hydrants freezing up. 

By-law No. 88, being a ‘by-law 
authorizing the signing of an agree- 
ment with the government {In connec- 
tion with the Sth St. sewer, was given 
two readings and will be submitted to 


the ratepayers early in January for 
a vote. 
Council adjourned at 11 o'clock.

ENLARGED HOSPITAL’ 
DISTRICT DEFEATED 


The vote on Saturday last as to 
whether ratepayers of sections of the 
M. D. of Golden West, M. D. of Crown 


and M. D. of Pine Lake desired to 
come into the Red Deer Hospital Dis- 
trict, was most disastrous, as all three 
Districts turned the scheme down flat. 
It was necessary to have a two-thirds 
vote favourable to carry, and only in 
Golden West did they come anywhere 
near the goal. In this District they 
only came a few short of the two- 
thirds, the vote standing 81 for and 58 
against. So far as the ‘Hospital is con- 
cerned, it is now payimg {ts own way, 
and it does not make any particular 
difference to Red Deer whether the 
Districts come in or not, but they cer- 
tainly will have to pay more for ser- 
vice outside the District than they 
would if they were part of it, and if all 
joined in together, the District would 
be one. of the lowest taxed in the 
province. The Districts of Crossroads 
and Ridgewood were favourable tothe 
scheme, and we cannot see why they 
should not be allowed to come into 
the Hospital ‘District. The following 
was the vote:

TOLLING ST. PAUL'S BELL 


The Great Bell of St. Paul's fs only 
tolled on the death of any member of 
the royal family in the line of descent 
from any Efigilish sovereign. The 
honor {fs paid only to a member of the 
royal family who could under any 
conceivable circumstances succeed to 
the throne: though it may be doubted 
whether the bell would toll for a 
royal infant not in the direct line of 
succession. 

This rule does not apply to the 
apparent, or of a prince or princess 
censort of the sovereign, or the heir- 
on the steps of the throne. 

The boom of the Great Bell of St. 
Paul's was the first @ntfmation which 
the citizens of London recefived of 
the death of the Prince Consort, 
which occurred at eleven o’clock on 
the night of Saturday, December 14, 
181, 

Ou!side the royal family, the only 
persons for whom the bell is tolled 
are the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Bishop of London, the Dean of St. 
Paul’s, and thp Lord Mayor of London 
dying in his year of office. 

The bell talled fs not Great Paul, 


but the old great bell on which the 
hours are struck. 
On the occurrence of a death in 


the royal family the Home Secretary 
at once communicate with the Lord 
Mavor, desiring him to convey news 
to the Dean of St. PauYs, with a re- 
quest that the great bell may be 
tolled. 

Tho bell is then tolled at intervals 
of a minute for an hour.

W. A. Black Elected In Halifax, Re- 
ducing Government to a Minority 
at Ottawa 


Halifax, December 6.~~Heading the 
polls in Halifax, Dartmouth and 
county, W. A. Black, head of the 


‘| steamship firm of Pickford & Black, 


won the first Conservative victory 
in this constituency: since 1917 and 
broke tha ranks of the solid sixteen 
Liberal representatives sent to Otta- 
wa from Nova Scotia by the ganeral 


eleqtion of 1921. 


He defeated his one opponent, 
George A. Redmond, Liberal candi- 
date, by a majority of at least 1,794 
votes. One or two isolated polling 
statidbns were still 'to be heard from at 
a late hour last night, but they could 
not substantially change the result. 

Large Majority Reversed 

Mr. Black won-out in every ward in 
Halifax and in Dartmouth and the 
county gave him a substantial lead on 
his opponent. His majority over Red- 
mond in Halifax city was 573, in Dart- 
mouth 381, and county 830. The total 
number of votes polled was 24,904 
out of an electorate estimated at 
60,000. Only in a few divisions tn 
the country was there a majority for 
the Liberal candidate. ‘ In this bye. 
election the government lost a seat 
that was carried by the Liberals dn 
the last election by a majority of 
five thousand. 

Government in Minority 


Blevation of Hon. A. K. MacLean ‘to 
the presidency of the exchequer court 
of Canada precipitated this byeclec- 
tion which led tothe loss of a seat and 
reduced tthe government to a minority 
at Ottawa. War-reaching endeavor on 
the part of the newly constructed Con- 
servative political organization, ac- 
tivity of the Conservative women yot- 
ers and the sympathy of the Labor 
Barty is belfeved to have played a 
large part dn the Conservaiiive victory.

EXPOUNDS SCIENCE 
AND RELIGION 


Are science and religion utterly at 
variance? Emphatically no, said 
Professor Wallace of the University 
of Manitoba to a large audience in 
Convocation Hall of the University of 
Alberta, recently. He went on to say 
that many scientists, while they per- 
haps occupy the back pews of our 
churches, possess, nevertheless, the 
spirit of itrue religion. 

Jesus said, “Yeeshall know 
truth, and tthe truth shall make 
free.” There are many aspects of 
truth. Perhaps we never see it 
whole, yet, says Professor Wallace, 
the visions we get as we travel 
through life, if we can but piece'them 
together, show one complete whole. 

In the olden days men thought they 
possesed a complete revelation of 
truth. The grand old Marcus 
Aureluis, for example, thought that at 
forty years of age a man should pos- 
sess full and complete knowledge of 
everything. 

It was not till the 17th century that 
the people of Britain and France real- 
ized that this was not the case. Then 
first they began to understend that 
the law of gravitation is not an insult 
to God. Saientists, and many people 
who do not lay claim ‘to that title, 
now believe miracles to be the very 
antithesis of divine revelation. The 
grand old story of the rocks and their 
formation is nothing short of a 
miracle to such men. The man of 
science fs not dogmatic, but he believ- 
es that some day what now seem to 


the 
you 


trod, and to his final sacrifice, as to 
one whose mission it was to show us 
the divine in the common. The sacz. 
flca was necessary to show that divin- 
tity was possible to the humar race. 

Much of our rehigion, however, dat- 
es back to 'the days before Christ. 

The wonderful old psalms, for ex- 
ample, itell us of a God who was pres- 
ent before: mankind inhabited the 
earth. 

Many men gain their help and in- 
spiration from nature. Many a 
dweller on the far-stretching northern 
plains looks 'through ‘the purple clouds 
of sunset strafght to the heart of 
God. The human race is old and 
weary. Often it is to nature that it 
returns to seek help and restoration. 
Many people come to tthe church, no: 
for the service, but to find comfort 
and restoration in the all-pervading 
spirit of God. . 

Professor Wallace spoke of the 
great body of religious and Christian 
people who are outside the church. 
Sometimes it is their very sincerity 
which makesthem hold that position 
through fear of being hypocrites. In 
this connectior. the speaker said that 
he had great faith in the Student 
Christian Movement led by a group of 
students who, without dogma, free and 
untramelled, are groping out towards 
God. They will be a link to bring 
Christians together to the great glory 
and advancement of the Kingdom of 
God.

But last session A. R. McMaster 
left the Liberal following to take his 
seatas an Independent on the opposi- 
tion side of the house. That made the 
two sfdes of ‘the house technically 
even, with the speaker, a Liberal, 
holding a casting vote in the event 
of an even divsiion. 


Standing at Present 


The loss of Halifax, coupled ,with 
the vacancy in Kent, brings the Lib- 
eral representation down to 115, while 
the opposition combined totals 118. 
Should Kent once more return a Lib- 
eral, the standing next session will 
be Liberals, 116; total opposition, 118. 
Should the government candidate be 
defeated, the government would next 
session be technically in a minority 
of four. 

Never Voted Together 

On no occasion, however, has the 
government had to meet a situation 
in which all Conservatives, Progres- 
sives, Independents and Labor have 
voted together, although last session 
its budget proposals were only  car- 
ried by a majority of eight
